HINTS  TO  PARENTS. 

^ ritten  for  tlie  Ulster  Institution  for  tlie  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and 
the  Blind,  b}'  tlie  Eeverend  Jonx  Kingham,  Principal. 

The  time  allowed  for  the  education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  our  Institution  being 
necessarily  so  very  limited,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  attention  of  their 
friends  should  be  directed  to  the  early  and  proper  training  which  some  children  ought 
to  receive.  If  there  were  only  a willing  mind,  parents  and  friends  might  do  much, 
by  preparatory  training  at  home,  to  facilitate  the  progress  of  these  children  on  ad- 
mission to  our  Institution,  as  well  as  to  benefit  them  when  they  leave  it. 


I.  VNEDUCATED  DEAF  AHD  DVMB  CHILDUEN. 

Such  children  could  easily  bo  taught  to  write  on  a slate,  or  otherwise,  in  their 
owTi  homes,  or  with  their  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  common  school  of  the  neighbour- 
hood. When  the  child  can  form  letters  on  a slate,  it  should  be  taught  the  manual 
alphabet.  This  may  be  done  thus.  Write  the  letter  a on  a slate,  draw  the  child’s 
attention  to  it,  then  teach  it  to  put  its  hand  in  the  position  indicated  in  the  engraved 
manual  alphabet  for  a.  Repeat  this  till  the  sight  of  the  letter  readily  suggests  this 
particular  position  of  the  hand.  Let  the  instructor  then  form  this  letter  on  his  o%vn 
hand,  and  see  if  the  child  can  write  the  letter.  In  the  .same  way  proceed  with  the 
other  letters.  The  alphabet  h.aving  been  thus  learned,  give  the  child  names  of  objects, 
or  animals  with  which  it  is  familiar,  beginning  with  words  of  three  letters,  as  hat, 
doy,  pig,  cow,  pin,  ^-c.  Thus : Write  very  plainly  the  word  hat.  Then  let  the 
child  form  the  letters  h a t on  its  fingers,  and  next  point  to  a hat.  Let  this  process 
be  frequently  repeated,  till  the  letters  come  to  be  associated  with  the  object,  and  fixed 
in  the  memory  of  the  child,  dhis  being  done,  blot  out  the  word,  point  again  to  the 
object,  and  see  if  the  child  can  write  hat ; and  if  so,  proceed  graduallv  to  teach  other 
words  in  the  same  manner,  such  as  those  for  parts  of  the  body,  articles  of  dress, 
furniture,  tools,  ^c.  Pictures  of  objects  may  be  used  with  much  profit. 

Colours  and  numbers  might  also  be  taught.  In  teaching  numbers,  give  the  child 
a few  objects  to  count,  and  lot  them  bo  written  down  thus:  1,  one ; 2,  two  ; 3,  three. 

ir.  DEAF  AXD  dumh  ruriLS  at  home  nuitixa  vacation. 

At  this  time  they  should  bo  taught  the  names  of  parents,  brothers,  sisters,  uncles 
aunts,  cousins,  ^-c.  Ihus:  Uncle  Anduew  Buown,  ylunt  Charlotte  Dixon  <fcc! 
Karnes  oi  places,  jiarticularly  the  residence  of  friends,  neighbouring  towns,  ^-c.,  might 
be  given.  \\  hen  the  name  is  first  taught,  the  person  or  place  named  must  be  shown 
to  the  child. 

Various  operations  connected  with  agriculture  and  with  the  trades  carried  on  in 
their  neighbourhood,  might  be  explained  to  these  children,  which  would  be  very  diffi- 
cult to  teach  in  an  Institution  ; for  many  of  these  must  be  seen  to  bo  fully  understood. 

Induce  pupils  while  at  home  to  spend  some  time  daily  in  revising  lessons  in  their 
school-books. 


III.  DE.AP  MITES  WHO  HAVE  LEFT  SCHOOL. 

AVhen  pupils  finally  leave  school,  much  may  be  accomplished  bj'  friends  in  the 
cairying  forward  their  education.  They  should  converse  much  with  these 
children,  in  very  simple  language,  on  religious  .and  other  subjects,  by  moans  of  the 
nnmual  alphabet  and  by  writing.  The  use  of  signs  except  when  trying  to  explain 
difficult  words  .should  be  avoided  and  discouraged.  For  example,  instead  of  signing 
to  the  child  Rr/ ay  me  a chair,  write  these  words  or  spell  them,  and  always  oblige  the 
child  to  write  or  spell  what  it  has  to  express,  and  correct  for  it  any  errors  in  the 
language  it  employs.  By  adhering  to  this  course,  a desire  will  be  excited  in  the 
minds  of  these  children  to  acquire  and  keep  up  a correct  style  in  the  use  of  written 
ffinguage  an  attainment  on  their  part  of  the  greatest  difficult^',  and  yet  of  the 
highest  importance.  ’’  ■’ 

Attention  is  specially  directed  to  the  importance  of  having  these  pupils  immedi- 
ately apprenticed  to  some  trade,  or  occupied  in  some  useful  emplovment,  on  their 
return  home,  by  which  they  may  bo  kept  from  acquiring  idle  habits,  and  be  put  in 
the  way  of  earning  their  own  livelihood.  The  Committee  will  assist,  when  necessary, 
in  carrying  this  out. 

In  the  management  of  these  children,  let  parents  and  friends  beware  of  the  ex- 
tremes of  over-indulgence  on  the  one  hand,  or  of  undue  severity  on  the  other.  Such 
children  suffer  very  much  trom  mjudicious  kindness,  or  from  violent  and  rude  oppo- 
sition In  general  they  should  be  treated  very  much  like  other  children,  and  taught 
to  feel  in  every  respect  they  are  responsible  beings.  ®

Tlio  Committee  in  presenting  to  the  Siihscrihers  and  tlie  Public 
their  Eeport  of  the  Twelve  months  work,  have  again  tlie  pleasure 
of  congrabilating  all  concerned  on  the  very  satisfactory  position 
of  the  Institution. 

The  year  just  ended  has  been  an  eventful  one  for  the  Institu- 
tion, and  the  first  subject  claiming  attention,  is  the 

Progkess  of  the  Pupils. 

This  has  been  satisfactory,  though  perhaps  somewhat  checked 
through  Mr.  AVatson’s  absence  in  England  for  seven  months. 
The  new  books  for  the  Blind  mentioned  in  last  report,  were 
received  shortly  after  the  holding  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  and 
found  of  great  benefit. 

Tlie  Annual  Examination  was  held  on  December  '22nd  last, 
and  as  usual.  Prizes  were  distributed. 

Health  of  the  Pupils. 

Has  been  unusually  good.  Dr.  Eenwick’s  services  as  before 
having  been  freely  given.  Tlie  appearance  of  the  Children 
indicates  the  care  and  attention  bestowed  upon  them.  It  may 
pe  opportune  here  to  draw  attention  to  a matter  of  gieat  impoit- 
— yiz.,  the  erection  of  a Detached  Hcspilal,  for  the  use  of  the 
children,  and  for  isolation,  should  any  epidemic  arise.  The 
Committee,  after  serious  consideration,  have  finally  decided  to 
carry  out  this  object,  and  the  Eund  at  their  disposal,  now  amount- 
ing^ to  £8.50,  has  been  devoted  towards  this  highly  necessary  work.

Numrek  of  Inmates. 

Tlie  last  report  slioAved  that  there  were  70  Inmates,  and  5 have 
been  admiited  since,  (1  l^eaf  and  Dumb,  1 Blind,)  making  a 
total  of  7o.  11  of  these  have  left,  some  to  go  to  Trades,  others 

to  their  Friends  ; all  having  received  aii  incalciilablo  advantage 
during  tlieir  sta}-  in  the  Institution. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  6 have  been  granted,  but  the 
children  have  not  yet  been  received  ; and  several  applications  are 
pending  further  particulars  being  forwarded. 

Finaftcial. 

The  amount  of  Snb.scriptious,  &c.,  has  increased  £271  6s.  9d. 
Tlio  country  receipts  being  as  usual  satisfactory,  and  the  Com- 
mittee have  again  to  tender  their  thanks  for  the  substantial 
assistance  which  has  boon  afforded.  The  Balance  last  year  was 
£130  14s.  od.,  in  addition  to  £300  applied  towards  the  erection 
of  the  Dwarf  AVall  and  Bailings. 

The  Government  grant  for  1877,  was  not  received  in  time  to 
be  included  in  last  years  linancial  statement ; consequently  two 
gi’ants  apjiear  in  the  Balance  Sheet  no-w  presented. 

The  incre.'ised  amount  of  Bcceipts  enable  the  Committee  to 
apjiropriate  £850  towards  the  erection  of  the  intended  Hospital. 

Early  in  the  _year  it  was  found  impossible  for  the  sole  Collector 
to  canvass  thoroughly  this  Colon}’  and  Queensland ; consequently 
a second  Collector,  Mr.  AY.  B.  Stevens,  was  appointed  for 
Queensland.  He  has  collected  £400  and  di.scovered  the 
existence  of  8 or  9 Deaf  and  Dumb  and  BlinVl  Children ; 5 of 
whom  he  will  bring  with  him  on  his  return,  and  the  others  will 
probably  come  in  due  course.  The  appointment  of  Mr.  Stevens 
has  turned  out  an  advantage  in  this  resjiect,  and  he  has  also 
visited  the  Friends  of  some  of  the  Cliildren,  awakening  greater 
interest,  and  securing  an  increased  amount  of  suiiport  in  Queens- 
land for  the  18  Children  received  from  that  Colony.

And  other  smaller  amounts.  One  Bequest  deserves  special  notice, 
not  from  the  amount,  hut  the  feelings  which  prompted  it ; this 
is  14s.,  the  whole  earthly  posses.sion  of  a Prisoner  who  died  in 
East  Maitland  Gaol. 

Tlie  Receipts  for  School  Fees  and  Clotliing,  amount  to 
£482  13s.  lOd.,  as  against  £563  19s.  last  year,  showing  a 
decrease  of  £81  5s.  2d.  There  is  yet  some  School  Fees  due 
from  the  parents  of  children  in  the  country,  hut  the  had  seasons 
have  hindered  them  paying  promptly. 

Impkovements  and  Additions. 

Tlie  erection  of  the  Dwarf  Wall  rendered  some  additional 
planting  of  Shade  Trees  desirable.  This  has  heen  completed 
through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Charles  Moore,  Director  of  the 
Botanical  Gardens.  A large  amount  of  Fencing  has  also  heen 
erected. 

General. 

The  Committee  have  to  express  their  deep  regret  at  the  loss 
the  Institution  has  sustained  hy  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lang, 
who  took  an  active  part  for  so  many  years  in  its  management, 
and  worked  zealously  for  its  welfare.  The  Committee  immedi- 
ately after  the  sad  event,  sent  a letter  of  condolence  and  sympathy 
to  liis  bereaved  family. 

Tlie  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the 
valuable  assistance  so  cheerfully  given  hy  the  Press  of  this 
Colony  and  Queensland,  and  the  readiness  displayed  in  furthering 
the  work  of  the  Collectors  hy  notices  and  paragraphs  inserted 
gratuitously. 

It  is  also  here  the  Committee  have  to  acknowledge  many  other 
kind  and  valuable  services.  Among  them  the  Picnic  given  the 
Children  and  Officers  hy  Lady  Hay,  at  her  residence.  The  invi- 
tation to  the  Newtown  Sunday  School  Picnic,  per  Mr.  Crane  ; 
and  the  Collection  at  St.  Ann’s  Church,  Ryde,  per  the  Church- 
wardens, for  a Treat  to  the  Children  ; as  also  Mr.  Seymour,  for 
frequent  Donations  of  Fresh  Fish  ; Mr.  Wigzell,  Hair  cutting. 
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Tlie  riommitteo  have  now  to  refer  to  the  visit  of  Mr.  M atson  to 
Great  Britain  and  America.  Mr.  Watson,  finding  his  seven 
years  residence  in  the  Institution  and  the  arduous  chai;acter  ot 
his  work  had  rendered  a change  desirable,  applied  for  leave  o 
absence  to  visit  Europe,  and  at  the  same  time  to  emiuiro  into  all 
tho  newest  and  most  advanced  methods  of  iniparting  instruction 
to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind ; also  to  obtain  a supply  ot 
tho  most  modern  appliances  and  apparatus.  Accordingly,  tlie 
rommitteo  granted  the  leave  applied  for,  and  have  the  pleasure 
to  report  ilr.  AV^atson’s  safe  return  after  having  devoted  the 
greater  portion  of  his  time  to  the  purpose  above  set  forth ; ^ he 
Lis  returned  with  renewed  strength  and  energy  to  his  duties, 
having  acquired  much  information  in  England,  Bc'otland,  Ire- 
land mid  America.  He  has  also  inirchased,  and  otherwise 
obtained,  a splendid  assortment  of  Books  and  klaterial,  a small 
portion  of  which  is  now  in  the  Ilarbour,  and  the  remaindei  ii  ill 
shortly  arrive. 

Tlie  Committee  desire  to  acknowledge  most  gratefully,  the 
very  kind  assistance  and  valuable  help  given  to  kir.  atson  by 
tlie  Alanagers  of  tiie  numerous  Institutions  ho  visited,  and  tho 
coui'toous  manner  in  which  he  was  every  where  receivoiL  They 
have  also  to  thank  many  kinds  friends  for  Donations  of  Books, 


&c.,  &c.

The}'  now  commend  the  Institution  and  its  inmates  to  the  care  of 
that  Divine  Providence  who  “ ordorcth  all  things  for  good.” 
And  to  Him  they  offer  their  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  success 
attending  their  efforts.

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Visit  of  I'oyal  Commissio>’^ei!s  on  Ciiaiutable 
Institutions. 

The  gentlemen  appointed  as  a Eoyal  Commission  to  report 
upon  the  charities  of  tlio  colony,  paid  a visit  of  inspection  in  due 
course  to  tliis  Institution,  and  in  their  most  exhaustive  and  able 
report  notihed  their  impressions  as  being  most  satisfactoiy,  and 
the  following  extract  from  tlie  Second  Keport  of  the  Commis- 
sioners appointed  to  inquire  into,  and  report  upon,  the  Working 
and  Management  of  the  Public  Charities  of  the  Colony,  29th 
May,  1874,  page  117  : — 

“ The  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Dlind. — This 
Institution  being  to  a small  extent  assisted  b}"  a Parliamentary 
vote,  we  made  an  inquiry  into  its  management.  AVe  found  it 
contained  Twenty-one  Deaf  and  Dumb  Boys,  and  an  equal  number 
of  Girls  of  the  same  class,  besides  Five  Blind  Boys  and  Seven 
Blind  Girls,  54  in  aU.  The  management  appeared  to  us  to  be  good, 
and  we  remarked  nothing  calling  for  particular  notice.  The  insti- 
tution is  conducted  on  unsectarian  principles,  and  from  its  truly 
charitable  character,  is  in  everyway  deserving  of  public  support.” 


The  Following  is  the  Eeport  Presented  to  the  Government 

AND  PaRLI.VMENT  BY  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  CHARITIES. 

The  Inspector  of  Charities  report.s  of  tliis  Institution  as  follows  : — 

“This  veiy  popular  and  truly  charitable  institution  is  subsidized  by 
Government  only  to  the  extent  of  £450,  and  is  under  the  control  of  its 
own  elected  board  and  directory. 

The  objects  set  forth  in  its  prospectus  are  to  educate  and  maintain 
children  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind,  to  enable  them  to  earn  their  own 
living,  make  them  useful  members  of  societj',  and  prevent  them  be- 
coming burdensome  to  others  in  after  life. 

In  order  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  its  operations,  render  the  internal 
administration  more  economical,  and  so  increase  its  means  for  imparting 
a thoroughly  good  system  of  education,  the  directors  decided  on  admit- 
ting on  certain  conditions  into  the  institution  children  from  the  neigh- 
bouring colonies  of  Queensland,  Tasmania,  and  New  Zealand,  where  to 
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tlie  present  time  no  institutions  of  similar  cliaracter  exist.  Among  those 
conditions  are  two,  viz.  : — 

1 st.  Tliat  a guarantee  be  given  tliat  a cliild  on  leaving  the  institution 
shall  be  conveyed  to  its  own  colony. 

2nd.  That  its  cost  while  in  the  school  sliall  be  paid  by  responsible 
parties  to  the  extent  of  £25  per  annum. 

When  obtainable,  the  above  sum  of  £25  is  always  demanded,  hut 
pauper  children  residing  in  this  colony  are  received  free,  and  in  cases 
where  the  parents  or  guardians  cannot  command  the  full  sum,  less  is 
accepted  after  due  inquiry. 

No  cliild  is  eligible  under  seven  years  of  age,  nor  excepting  in  special 
cases,  beyond  twelve  years. 

As  education  can  only  be  received  slowly,  owing  to  physical  disability, 
pupils  may  continue  in  the  institution  until  the  age  of  eighteen.  In  the 
great  majority  of  cases,  however,  they  leave  much  earlier — say  at  fifteen 
or  sixteen  years  old. 

No  trades  are  taught,  experience  in  similar  institutions  elsewhere 
tending  to  show  that  it  is  preferable  to  confine  the  attention  of  pupils 
to  their  mental  cultivation,  leaving  handicrafts  to  be  acquired  afterwards 
as  apprentices,  in  ordinary  workshops.  I have  not  myself  collected 
sufficient  evidence  to  express  any  opinion  as  to  the  correctness  of  this 
theory,  but  in  practical  working  the  plan  is  unavoidable  so  long  as  the 
numbers  to  be  taught  are  very  limited,  as  at  present  is  the  case. 

The  domestic  work  of  the  establishment  is  all  done  by  the  pupils  (the 
deaf  mutes).  The  blind  who  show  talent  are  taught  music,  with  a view 
to  its  becoming  a means  of  livelihood. 

The  conduct  of  such  an  institution  has  of  course  to  be  peculiar,  and 
is  in  some  respects  necessarily  expensive.  The  management  appears 
excellent,  and  has  the  advantage  of  a ladies’  committee,  which  works 
harmoniously'  with  the  matron  of  the  institution.  The  children  look  clean 
and  well  cared  for,  happy  and  contented.  As  may  be  expected  both 
from  the  slowness  of  its  inception  and  the  wide  difference  in  the  ages  at 
which  the  pupils  severally  begin  their  education,  the  classes  are  very 
irregular.  I observed  also  a considerable  diversity  of  intellectual  strength 
in  the  children. 

A summary  of  the  working  of  the  institution  from  its  foundation  may 
be  found  in  the  following  note,  transcribed  from  the  last  published 
annual  report : — 

To  30th  September  last,  there  have  been  131  children  received — 112 
deaf  and  dumb  and  19  blind ; 60  have  been  returned  : 6 were  found 
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idiotic  and  beyond  the  inllnence  of  education — these  were  removed  to 
asylums  for  the  insane  ; 1 died  ; G6  remained  at  date  in  the  school.  In 
15  families,  two  or  more  were  deaf  mutes.  108  came  from  New  South 
Wales,  17  from  Queensland,  2 from  New  Zealand,  3 from  Tasmania, 
and  1 from  South  Australia. 

The  balance-sheet  for  the  year  1874  shows  that  the  public  subscribed  a 
sum  of  £1428  18s.  9d.,  and  that  a further  amount  of  £453  Is.  9d.  was 
received  for  school  fees  and  clothing.  This  is  in  most  favourable  con- 
trast to  the  results  shovvn  by  most  of  our  otlier  charitable  institutions, 
where  the  difference  between  respective  amounts  of  subscriptions  and 
payments  as  compared  witli  the  Government  subsidy  is  very  diseoura- 
ging.

Ifc  met  .John  Selly  who  is  a Deaf  and  Dumb  sadiller  and  who 
left  School  two  years  ago.  He  returned  from  Auckland  to  Sydney.  Ho  aimo 
to  Sydney  last  September  by  the  mail  steamer  Zealandia.  lie  was  very  glad 
to  see  us  I think.

AT  THE 

SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  PUBLIC  MEETING. 

Extracted  from  the  Daily  Press. 


The  seventeenth  annual  meeting  in  connection  with  the  Ne'v  South 
Wales  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  tlie  Blind,  was  held  m 
the  yesterday.  The  cliair  was  occupied  by

ay.  s crowded,  principally  with  ladies.  Amongst  those  present  were  the 
Kevs  G Kin-fw.

After  some  of  the  inmates  had  given  a few  manifestations  of  then 

vocal  and  instruinental  abilities.  . ,•  tt„ 

The  Chairman  explained  the  object  of  their  meeting.  He  said,  also, 
that  he  desired  to  call  the  attention  of  those  present  to  a very  important 
matter  in  connection  with  that  and  similar  institutions.  Mr.  Watson, 
their  superintendent,  lately  had  leave  of  absence,  both  for  the  purpose 
of  recruiting  his  health  and  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  unproved 
methods  of  teaching  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  blind  in  England  some 
parts  of  Europe,  and  America.  That  gentleman  had  returned,  and 
bought  with  him  a pamphlet  containing  questions  and  answers  m con- 
nection with  the  vexed  question  discussed  some  time  ago,  and  still 
undecided,  as  to  whether  they  were  in  the  right  track  in  using  signs  or 
linger  language  in  the  instruction  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  oi 
whether  they  should  put  those  systems  in  the_  background  and 
teaching  the  mute  children  to  communicate  with  each  other,  and  with 
people  endowed  with  ordinary  senses  and  faculties,  by  means  of  articu- 
lation or  observation  of  the  lips.  He  explained  that  the  system  of 

teaching  by  articulation  was  not  a novelty  as  was  generally  supposed, 

and  affirmed  that  it  had  been  in  use  in  Germany  and  some  parts  or  the 
Austrian  deniinions  for  some  considerable  time,  where  it  was  thought 
preferable  to  the  sign  and  finger  language  sj'stem.  It  had  also  been  m 
use  in  some  institutions  in  Great  Britain,  and  was  amongst  the  eailiest 
plans  adopted  for  enabling  mutes  to  converse.  One  of  the  abim 
authorities  on  the  subject  wrote,  as  far  back  as  1690,  of  the  mode 
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of  using  the  system  of  articulation,  in  the  following  quaint  terms 
“ My  first  care  is  to  make  liim  to  sound  forth  a voice  without  which 
all  labour  is  lost,  but  that  one  point  whereby  deaf  persons  do  dis- 
cern a voice  from  a mute  breath  is  a great  mystery  of  art,  and 
it  is  the  hearing  of  deaf  persons,  or  at  least  equivalent  thereto, 
viz.,  that  trembling  motion  and  titillation  which  they  perceive  in 
their  own  throat,  whilst  they  of  their  own  accord  do  give  out  a 
voice.  That  the  deaf  may  know  that  I intend  to  give  out  a voice 
I put  their  hand  to  my  throat  that  they  may  be  sensible  of  that 
tremulous  motion  when  1 utter  my  voice  ; then  1 put  the  same  hand 
of  theirs  to  their  own  throat  and  command  them  to  imitate  me  ; nor  am 
I discouraged  if  their  voice  is  hard  and  dillicult,  for  in  time  it  becomes 
more  and  more  polite.”  That  described  pretty  fairly  the  first  steps 
towards  teaching  the  deaf  and  dumb  to  speak  ; and  they  know  also 
that,  in  the  celebrated  school  at  Bermondsey,  recourse  was  had  to  the 
system  for  teaching  some  of  the  most  prominent  pupils  there.  In  othei 
institutions  in  England,  and  indeed  in  some  parts  of  f ranee,  he  said  the 
greatest  reliance  was  placed  on  the  system  of  teaching  by  signs  and 
lin<^er  language.  So  they  had  opportunities  of  comparing  the  lesults 
of  two  systems.  The  German  system,  he  stated  had  been  taken  up  by 
the  wealthy,  and  no  doubt  great  good  would  result  from  their  efforts  ; 
but  it  was  necessary  that  they  should  hesitate  before  adopting  a system 
whicli  had  not  proved  a general  success  in  England,  and  at  the  sacrifice 
of  what  seemed  to  be  an  easy  means  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  to  commu- 
nicate with  their  fellow-creatures.  In  order  to  place  the  matter  a little 
more  clearly  before  those  who  took  an  interest  in  it,  he  would  read  what 
he  had  set  down  concerning  it  as  it  at  present  stood  : There  are  two 
distinct  methods  of  teaching — first,  that  in  which  the  sign  language 
aiul  manual  alphabet  form  the  basis  of  instruction  ; and  second,  that  in 
which  articulation  and  lip-reading  form  the  basis  of  instruction.  In 
both  of  these  the  written  language  of  the  country  is  also  taught.  The 
former  prevails  in  England,  France,  the  United  States,  and  in  most 
continental  countries,  except  Germany  and  the  Austrian  dominions, 
where  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  is  undertaken  directly  by 
the  State  and  conducted  on  the  second  method.  In  most  cases,  how- 
ever, whichever  the  basis  of  instruction,  a combined  S3'stem  is  adopted 
more  or  less.  In  the  one  method  with  signs  and  finger  reading  as  the 
rule  articulation  and  lip-reading  are  used  for  the  semi-dumb,  semi-deaf, 
ami  for  those  of  the  congenitally  deaf  who  have  good  capacities  and 
show  an  aptitude  for  learning.  In  the  other  method  with  articulation 
and  lip-reading  as  the  rule,  the  sign  language  and  finger  reading  are 
used  more  or  less  as  means  to  an  end.  In  some  of  the  private  schools 
in  England,  and  in  some  large  institutions  which  have  lately  come  into 
notice  there,  it  is  understood  that  thQ  pure  German  system,  as  it  is  called 
is  adopted,  bj-  which  the  manual  language  and  signs  are  entirely  dis- 
couraged, and  only'  articulation  and  lip-reading,  in  conjunction  with 
written  language,  retained.  Perhaps  the  merits  of  the  system  may^ 
be  well  expressed  in  the  words  of  a very  recent  writer : — “ It 
would  at  first  sight  appear  scarcely  credible,  without  the  guidance 
of  the  sense  of  hearing,  that  any  person  would  be  able  merely  bj' 
watching  the  position  and  actions  of  the  organs  of  the  voice,  to  utter 
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articulate  sounds  witli  any  tolerable  perfection.  Experience,  however, 
has  shown  that  tliis  accoinplishinent,  though  laborious  and  tedious  or 
acquisition,  is  not  attended  with  extreme  difficulty.  Great  patience, 

perseverance,  and  kindness  are  qualifications  necessary  on  the  part  ot  the 

teacher  to  ensure  success  in  ordinary  cases,  and  the  degree  of  success 
will  greatly  depend  on  the  number  of  children  among  whom  the  teacher 
has  to  divide  his  attention.  A wide  difference  must  ever  he  perceptible 
between  the  speech  of  the  deaf  and  those  who  hear.  Ihis  artificial 
speech  is  laborious  and  constrained.  It  frequently  conveys  the  idea  of 
pain  as  well  as  effort,  and  as  it  cannot  he  regulated  by  the  ear  of  the 
speaker,  it  is  often  too  loitd,  and  generally  monotonous,  liarsh,  and  dis- 
cordant. It  is  oi  ten  from  this  ca.ise  scarcely  intelligible,  except  to  those 
who  are  accustomed  to  its  tones.  The  system  of  articulation  and  lip- 
reading  prevails  in  the  German  schools,  where  the  art  has  been  cultivated 
with  greater  success  than  in  England,  which  must  be  attributed  to  the 
adaptability  of  the  German  language  to  this  peculiar  mode  of  acquiring 
speech.”  He  understood  that  their  teacher,  Mr.  Watson,  on  seeing  the 
results  of  the  most  famous  establishments  in  London,  in  which  the 
articulation  and  lip  reading  systems  were  carried  out,  had  arrived  at  the 
conclusion,  that  a combined  .S3-stem  of  signs  of  finger  language  was  the 
best.  It  must  be  considered  however,  that  articulation  might  be  made 
useful  to  many  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  when  they  grew  up.  It  seemed 
to  be  a Rj-stcin  which  the  wealth}'  might  take  advantage  of,  but  it  was 
their  duty  to  see  that  poor  deaf  and  dumb  children  were  suitably  in- 
structed, and  with  the  fifty  inmates  of  their  institution  they  could 
scarcely  hope  to  carry  the  system  on  to  perfection,  seeing  that  one  per- 
son was  required  for  several  years  to  teach  it  to  every  six  cliildren.  That, 
however,  ought  not  to  prevent  their  teaching  the  children  in  the  most 
perfect  manner  possible,  and  they  must  take  care  to  have  opportunities 
given  for  every  deaf  and  dumb  cl'iild  amongst  them  to  acquire  all  in  the 
way  of  tuition  they  were  capable  of  receiving.  They  were,  be  s.aid, 
(mtitled  to  assistance  from  the  Government  to  enable  them  to  do  that, 
but  he  would  not  ask  for  so  much  assistance  as  would  lead  the  Govern- 
ment to  suppose  they  should  have  control  of  the  institution,  because,  to 
his  mind,  it  would  not  then  thrive  so  well  as  it  did  under  existing  ar- 
rangements. As  the  State,  however,  was  bound  to  provide  for  the  edu- 
cation of  every  child,  it  was  reasonable  to  suppose  that  it  should,  to  some 
extent,  provide  lor  the  education  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  lie 
concluded  by  saying  that  there  was  another  institution  for  the  blind 
which  deinamled  their  sympathies.  It  was  situated  in  Boomerang-street, 
and,  inifortunately,  had  come  to  a standstill  for  want  of  funds.  He  was 
confident  that  if  its  position  were  properly  placed  before  the  public,  the 
public  woidd  supplement  the  amount  lelt  by  a benevolent  gentleman 
for  building  the  institution.  It  was  intended  to  elevate  some  of  the  adult 
blind  from  their  present  pn.sition,  to  teach  them  trades,  to  assist  them  in 
finding  employers,  to  form  a temporary  home  for  them,  and  a depot  where 
the  goods  they  produced  should  bo  placed  on  sale,  lie  would  not  detain 
them  any  longer,  lor  he  was  convinced  they  had  assembled  to  witness 
the  peifoimance  of  the  children  and  the  result  of  their  training,  rather 
than  to  hear  long  speeches.

'I’he  Ivev.  George  King  pi-oposed  the  adoption  of  the  report,  lie  said 
the  report  was  of  such  a satisfactory  character  that  it  ueciled  no  aign- 
ment  to  recommend  it  to  the  approval  of  the  meeting."  The  health  of 
the  pupils  throughout  the  year  was  a subject  of  thankfulness  to  all  ol 
them.  Their  progress  in  the  several  branches  of  education  in  which 
they  were  instructed  was  highly  encouraging,  and  thpir  general  conduct 
deserving  of  all  praise.  Hven  during  the  absence  of  Mr.  Watson,  they 
seemed  to  feel  that  a new  responsibility  rested  <ni  themselves,  and  they 
did  not  disappoint  the  expectation  of  their  friends.  lie  visited  the 
school  occasionalljG  and  always  found  them  orderly  mid  attentive. 
Mr.  Watson,  during  his  six  month’s  absence  on  leave,  utilised  his  holi- 
day for  the  benefit  of  the  institution,  by  obtaining  fresh  information  on 
tlie  improveineiits  which  have  recently  been  introduced  into  the  schools 
for  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind  i‘n  England  and  America,  anil  they 
were  happy  to  welcome  him  back  again . He  paid  much  attention  to 
the  system  of  articulation,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  manual 
alphabet  and  signs,  and  the  lesult  of  his  experience  was  that  for  those 
deaf  mutes,  who  in  early  life  possessed  the  power  of  articulation  in  any 
degree  it  was  indeed  the  greatest  boon.  _ But  the  great  majority  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb  suffered  from  a defect  in  the  organs  of  voice,  which 
rendered  it  a very  long  and  tedious  process,  and  in  many  instances  an 
impossibility  to  teacii  them  articulation.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
manual  alphabet  came  within  the  reach  of  all  deaf  mutes.  Through 
this  silent  language  they  could  readily  be  taught  to  converse,  to  read 
and  write,  and  the  ordinary  course  of  school  education.  The  manual 
alphabet  was  reliable  and  expressive,  and  the  signs  used  were  quicker 
than  speeeh.  For  instance,  if  soldiers  were  the  subject,  touch  the 
shoulder  where  epaulets  were,  and  they  understood  it  immediately.  In 
fact,  the  manual  alphabet  and  articulation  wore  two  distinct  systems, 
each  adapted  for  a separate  class  of  deaf  mutes  ; therefore,  there  shonhi 
be  no  antagonism  between  them.  They  accepted  both,  and  used  both, 
methods.  At  the  present  time  they  had  a class  in  the  institution  which 
had  been  under  instruction  in  articidation  for  upwards  of  two  years,  and 
some  of  the  pupils  had  made  considerable  progress  in  that  system,  as 
they  should  presently  witness.  He  would  take  the  present  (jppcjrtunity 
of  correcting  a mistake  into  which  many  visitors  to  the  institution  had 
fallen,  and  who  had  represented  the  institution  as  being  only  an  educa- 
tional school,  and  not  embracing  any  trade  instruction.  This  mistake 
arose  from  the  absence  of  workshops  in  connection  with  the  building. 
It  should  be  known,  however,  that  when  youths  come  of  age  to  learn  a 
trade,  they  apprenticed  them  out,  and  had  them  taught  at  a tradesman’s 
workshop.  In  that  way  live  of  their  young  men  had  been  taught 
trades,  and  were  now  able  to  maintain  themselves  by  the  labour  of  their 
own  hands  ; and  the  girls  were  all  taught  dressmaking  and  the  use  of 
the  sewing  machine,  as  well  as  all  household  work.  That  was  all  that 
could  be  done  at  present  in  the  way  of  trades,  and  that  had  been 
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accomplislied  for  (he  last  four  years  with  success.  He  was  desirous 
of  having  a workshop  erected  on  a small  scale,  and  of  an  inexpen- 
sive kind  They  would  then  be  enabled  to  retain  their  young 
men  who  had  learned  trades,  and  utilise  their  acquirements  for  the 
benefit  of  the  junior  jiupils.  Thus  when  a boy  had  learned  a trade, 
he  would  be  able  to  impart  it  to  all  the  others  competent  to  learn  it. 
That  might  also  contribute  something  towards  rendering  the  institution 
self-supporting.  The  committee  also  had  in  contemplation  the  erection 
of  a hospital,  but  whether  it  should  be  detached  or  connected  with  the 
building  was  a question  demanding  very  serious  consideration.  He 
would  desire  to  commend  their  interesting  cause  to  the  earnest  attention 
of  the  philanthropic  public.  He  believed  there  was  no  other  object 
which  possessed  a stronger  and  a purer  claim  on  the  affections  of  a 
charitable  community.  The  loss  of  hearing  and  of  speech  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  deprivation  of  sight  on  the  other,  presented  to  their  con- 
templation the  saddest  and  gloomiest  jihases  of  human  life,  which  their 
imagination  was  capable  of  conceiving.  The  deaf  and  dumb  were  shut 
out  by  nature  from  all  communion  with  their  fellow  men  ; the  sources 
of  moral  and  intellectual  i)erception  were  cut  off  from  them,  and  conse- 
quently their  mind  was  sealed  in  darkness,  and  their  life  remained  a 
blank.  To  the  blind  on  the  other  hand,  the  whole  book  of  nature,  with 
her  exquisite  beauty,  her  sublime  lessons  of  transcendental  knowledge 
and  her  glorious  illustrations  of  the  character  and  attributes  of  the 
great  Creator  of  all  things,  r\  as  closed,  and  sealed,  and  placed  beyond 
tlieii  leach  for  ever.  IJie  sun  by  day  to  them  was  darkened,  and  the 
moon  and  stars  by  niglit  were  blotted  out  of  the  sky.  The  bright  ver- 
dure of  nature’s  beautiful  carpet,  her  sweet  and  lovelv  flowers  which 
beamed  upon  other  people’s  souls  with  smiles  from  heaven  • her  rich 
and  glowing  landscape,  with  all  its  grand  and  charming  variety,  have 
never  spoken  to  their  soul,  never  stirred  up  within  their  brea.st  one 
emotion  of  pleasure  or  enjoyment.  Their  whole  life  was  one  Ions' 
weary,  solitary  night,  the  blackness  of  darkness  resting  upon  it.  And 
• without  any  fault  of  their  own,  or  of  their  parents.  “ Who  did 

r'  ■ 1 parents,  that  he  was 

born  blind.  Mark  the  Divine  reply,  “Neither  has  this  man  sinned 
noi  his  parents,  but  that  the  works  of  God  might  be  made  manifest  in 
him  Let  them  manifest  then  the  works  of  God  by  the  kind  attention 

to  bestow  oil  these, 

his  afflicted  children.  God  had  given  them  an  opportunitv  of  repairing 
the  deficiencies  of  nature  by  the  new  organs  of  sight,  of  hearing,  and 
the  institution  supplied.  'I’hey  cannot  accomplish 
that  theinseh  es  ; but  they  could  contribute  to  the  good  work  by  giving 
generously  of  the  means  iiith  which  God  had  blessed  them  \hef 
might  thus  become  the  honourcd  instruments  of  enabling  the  friends  of 

dntvm  ^ hallowed  work  to  completion,  and  bring 

down  a blessing  on  their  own  heads.  b 

Mr.  William  Lowlku  seconded  the  proposition  with  much  pleasure 
and  on  being  put,  it  was  agreed  to  unanimously.  pleasure. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Stkel  moved,— “ That  the  thanks  of  this  meetino-  arc 

^'°/arnment  and  Parliament  for  the  annual  doimtLn 
ol  £4oU,  III  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  institution.’’  nuai  u jiiaiion 
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Mr.  G.  F.  WiSK  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  John  Davies  then  moved, — “That  the  following  gentlemen  do 
constitute  the  committee  for  the  ensuing  year  : — President,  the  Rev. 
George  King,  M.A.  ; vice-president.  Rev.  James  Milne  ; lion,  treasurer, 
Mr.  Henry  Pliillips  ; hoii  secretary,  Mr.  Ellis  Robinson  ; hon.  surgeon, 
Mr.  Arthur  Renwick,  M.D.  ; committee,  Mr.  E.  T.  Beilby,  Mr.  S.  0. 
Brown,  M.L.A.,  Hon.  John  Frazer,  M.L  C.,  Mr.  J.  R.  Fairfax,  Mr.  Robert 
Hills,  Mr.  James  Henry,  Air.  J.  R.  Linsley,  J.P.,  Mr.  F.  R.  Robinson, 
Jlr.

This  was  duly  seconded  by  ]\Ir.  F.  R.  Bobinson,  and  carried 
unanimously. 

After  this  Mr.  Watson,  the  superintendent,  gave  a brief  address  on 
the  system  of  teaching  mutes  to  communicate  with  each  other  by  lip 
reading,  and  introduced  some  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution  for  the 
purpose  of  practically  illustrating  the  method.  These  proceedings 
were  regarded  with  a great  deal  of  interest  by  those  present,  and  seemed 
fairly  perfect  as  far  as  they  went.  Some  blind  children  then  read  from 
embossed  books,  and  others  gave  proofs  of  their  vocal  and  musical 
abilities  by  playing  the  piano  or  singing.  Several  mutes  gave  exhibi- 
tions of  their  power  to  express  by  signs  their  feelings  to  each  other, 
and  after  the  National  Anthem  had  been  sung  by  the  children  and  the 
audience,  the  visitors  dispersed  to  have  a look  over  the  Institution,  or 
to  examine  the  plain  and  fancy  needlework,  knitting,  &c.,  done  by 
some  of  its  inmates. 

In  the  evening  the  children  were  given  a treat  by  Mrs.  M.  Metcalfe.

Infovincition  and  Directions  relative  to  the  Admission 
of  Children  to  the  Institution. 

1 . Applications  must  be  in  writing  addressed  to  the  Secretary , 
sent  before  the  child  is  brought  to  the  Institution,  and  should 
contain  as  full  information  as  possible,  the  necessary  forms  can 
be  obtained  of  the  Hon.  Secretary. 

2.  Pupils  are  admissible  from  any  part  of  the  colony  of  JNew 
South  Wales,  and  under  certain  conditions,  from  Queensland, 
Tasmania,  and  New  Zealand. 

3.  No  child  deficient  in  intellect,  subject  to  fits,  or  unable  to 
wash  and  dress  itself,  can  be  considered  a fit  subject  for  admission. 

4.  Children  from  seven  to  twelve  years  of  age  are  eligible  for 
admission,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  age  be  above  15  years. 

5.  No  order  will  be  given  by  the  Committee  for  a child  s 
admission  until  the  medical  certificate  has  been  obtained. 

6.  Children  on  entering  the  Institution  are  required  to  have 
two  complete  suits  of  clothing,  for  school  or  week-day  wear,  to 
be  of  dark  colour,  and  a better  suit  for  Sunday,  and  be  provided 
with  clothing  (see  list)  by  their  parents  or  friends  during  then- 
residence,  each  child  must  be  provided  with  a Box  or  Trunk  in 
which  to  keep  clean  clothing  for  use.  If  £5  is  remitted  the 
Committee  will  purchase  outfit  on  admission. 

7.  Any  amounts  remitted  to  the  Secretary  for  the  purchase 
of  clothing  will  be  exjiended  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
of  Management. 

8.  The  fees  payable  in  ordinary  cases  for  the  board,  educa- 
tion, &c.,  of  children  in  the  Institution  are : — £25  per  annum ; 
in  special  cases  a lower  scale  of  fees  is  adopted. 

9.  In  the  case  of  pauper  childi-en,  a certificate  of  inability  to 
pay  any  fee  must  be  obtained  from  known  individuals. 

10.  The  fees  are  payable  in  advance,  and  date  from  the  time 
of  admission. 

11.  Children  cannot  be  permitted  to  leave  the  Institution 
unless  with  the  direct  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Committee. 

12.  In  addition  to  the  usual  educational  course  the  girls  are 
taught  household  duties,  and  the  boys  out-door  and  other  work. 

13.  The  vacations  are  5 weeks  at  Christmas,  and  1 week  at 
Mid-Winter,  and  it  is  essential  that  pupils  should  return  to  the 
Institution  on  the  day  fixed  to  commence  duties  after  each  vaca- 
tion, and  with  their  clothing  clean  and  in  proper  order.  See  List. 

14.  The  average  term  of  Residence  in  the  Institution  is  for 
Deaf  and  Dumb  pupils  6 to  8 years,  and  for  Blind  pupils  3 to  5 
years. 

15.  The  Parents  and  Priends  of  children  are  admitted  once 
a fortnight,  on  Thursdays,  between  the  hours  of  12  noon  and  3 p.m. 

16.  The  children  are  permitted  to  visit  their  friends  once  a 
month,  on  special  application  being  made  to  the  Committee.
